He told the detectives that he ssw

Escapes Death When Autos 
Go Over Embankments

As there is no basis for dispute 
about terme made in writing the 
written contract is more easily en- 
furced. While many oral contracts

persons agree as to just what had 
been said when the contract was 
first made. . 

It is, therefore, for this reason 
that testimony as to oral conversa- 
tions and agreements which con- 
tradict a subsequent written con- 
tract, is usually excluded by courts.

' But the work of providing the purest and 
best of Acala seed does not stop with the 
care given the plants in the field and with 
ginning. After that the seed is put through 
a specially devised grader, which removes all 
small and undeveloped seeds, together with 
dirt and troublesome lint. According to Mr. 
Sperey, this seed will never choke a planter, 
but will flow evenly through and provide per- 
fect stands. The seed is put up in 100- 
pound new sacks, each bearing the sten- 
ciiled brand of the association and a tag 
certifying to the purity of the content. 

This seed brings the growers about twice 
as much as the cotton grower generally gets 
for seed sold to the mills for making oil 
and cow feed. The association, in turn, sells

In both 
canes these heavy yields were the rexult 
of “stubbing” or “rationing” the cotton. 
That is a process of getting two or threw 
crops from the same planting. In certain 
areas where the frost does not kill the roots, 
the cotton plants, if cut off near the surface 
of the ground, will send up new shoot a 
second, and sometimes even a third time. 
But this lazy man's practice is not good for 
the industry, in that “ratooned™ cotton is 
of shorter and weaker staple than that 
grown from seed in a single season. 


Conditions are too favorable to cotton pro- 
duction in Coachella Valley to encourage 
any but the best and most thorough meth- 
ods of raising the crop. The average fun 
of the crop throughout the valley is probably 
not more than one bale to the acre, but 
that, leading grocers siry; is on account of 
poor plantings and lack of proper care. On 
the other hand, wherever the cotton is being 
well grown, the yield is turning out in ex-

The place 
that had changed hands with its bountiful 
crops of fruits and vegetables, was one that 
would attract the attention of any pros- 
pective buyer. The adjoining property could 
only tempt one who might realize that the 
latent possibilities were there simply wait- 
ing for the touch of an expert farmer's hand 
to make them rea-ities. 


My first thought in connection with the 
change of ownership, was that some pro- 
gressive young white man of the community, 
had purchased the place in order to build a 
home and rear his family. Since it appeared 
as though scientific methods of farming had 
been adopted, one might have guessed that 
the owner had taken a course in some one 
of our up-to-date agricultural colleges, where 
he had learned the latest scientific prac- 
tices. However the delusion, for such it 
was, soon became apparent when a yellow 
and not a white man appeared on the scene. 

A few weeks passed and another husky 
son of Japan recalled to my mind the inck 
dent which has just been related. This man 
was arduously pushing a baby buggy with 
its chunk of an occupant, from one part of 
a plowed fie’d to another as he shifted the 
position of his work. From one incident to 
the other my thoughts ran in quick succes- 
sion and the theme of this article came to. 
my mind. “There is a reason” for the suc. 
cessful gardening operations of some of our 
oriental residents. “Living with the job” is 
a literal fact with the Japanese people, and 

haps there is a lesson that can be 
ed by some of our American farmer 
friends from this habit of the sons of Japan.

The 
business grew to suc! an extent that he 
decided to move do »: into the San Joaquin 
Valley and today he and his wife are owners 
of a thriving flock at Wasco. Starting out 
with birds of a well-known eastern strain, 
and exercising care in subsequent selection, 
they built up a flock of more than 600 birds. 
They had 500 yearling birds this season. 
The Wasco poultryman is well equipped 
to produce the fine quality of birds he has 
brougbt out. His hatchery includes electric 
incubators, electric hover and separate 
brooder house. He is now well experienced 
in handling the birds after hatching and 
follows very definite rules in this regard. 
The young birds are kept in the brooder 
houses for the first six weeks and are then 
placed in their permanent pens. Here they 
make use of fireless brooders until, at the 
age of about 2 months, they naturally take 
to the perches. These permanent pens are 
long and comparatively narrow. Above all 
else the birds are given opportunity for ex- 
ercise, the pens opening directly into an 
open alfalfa range. The oe are porta 
bie, being constructed of two by 
placed on saw horses. 

The new hatched turks are fed a 
diet and are from their poult days on 
vided with an abundance of feed. 
the first three weeks they get clabbered 
milk, finely chopped hard-boiled eggs 
onion tops, rolled oats and bran—all 
sparingly. They also get lots of milk and 
finely chopped green feed. 

At from three to eight weeks, the birds 


“It takes lots of food to grow bone and plum- 
age,” says Mr. Barber. 


In the San Joaquin Valley, water is a 
matter of importance, It should be kept 
cool and clean. Mr. Barber changes water 
three times a day during the summer 
months. 

Birds which are to be sold for market 


marketing time. They are given all of the 
Indian corn and chopped green feed they 
will eat and are kept confined all of the time. 
The breeders are not fattened. About two 
fifths to one-half of the yearling flock is 
sold as breeding stock. 

The flock is culled four times to select the 
breeders from the market birds. The first 
culling comes in September. At this time, 
all birds of undesirable size, type or plum- 
age are classed as market birds and separ- 
ated from the rest of the flock. Then, in 
October, November and-again in early De- 
cember, the best of the remainder of the 
flock are selected as breeders. These are 
picked for type, size, rapidity of growth, 

character, cut and color of plumage and for 
health. Sick or injured birds can never be 
come in the Barber flock. These 
breeders and their eggs are sold all over 
the Pacific Coast. Begs have been shipped 
as far as Northern Ontario, Canada.

The subject of tubercufosis 
one that has come in for « 
discussion im recent years in this and 
States. Agitation along this 
sulted in the framing of a bill which 
come up at the next Legislature, and’which 
if enacted into law, is expected to mark a 
real forward step in ““« eradication of this 
disease from Califor aerds. Many herds 
are already fully Fea..al accredited, but the 
proposed new bill is designed to make dras- 
tic regulations for those herds that are not 
free from the disease. Among other things 
it provides that it shall be unlawful to sell 
or dispose of tuberculin unless it has been 
prodaced under license of the United States 
Burean of Animal Industry, and .aless it 
is administered by approved veterinarians. 
The law would also regulate shipping of cat- 
tle other than those for slaughter by com- 
pelling a certificate of health to accompany 
the shipment. Likewise, it prohibite the 
showing of tubercular stock at fairs or oth- 
er public exhibitions. Testing will be made 
compulsory only in established eradication 
areas, and where made compulsory, indemnt- 
ty for reactors is provided, these tndemni- 
ties to be paid by the Federal government 
and the counties involved. 

The bill in its entirety is intended to make 
it unpleasant for dealers and traffickers in 
diseased cattle, and is quite generally re- 
ceiving the approval of fair-minded dairy- 
men. It has not been framed to work a 
hardship on anyone, but Is fully intended to 
win the respect of not only the citizenry of 
this State but that of other States and for- 
eign countries which eventually may send 
many buyers here for our surplus clean ani- 
mais. It seems to be a step in the right 
direction and should have the support of 
all who have the welfare of the State at 
eart.

Growers Show Interest 
in Pecans 


PHOENIX, ARIZ.—Pecans are becoming 
one of the material crops of the Salt River 
Valley and usually are Jlinkéd with dates in 
consideration of cfops of future value to the 
farmer. Farm agents are-urging that cot- 
tonwoods and ash be cut away from the 
roadside ditches and pecans planted in their 
place. Farm ditch banks are considered 
ideal for the pecan, as providing the neces- 
sary moisture, while the pecan is not as 
gross a feeder as the cottonwood and takes 
little from the soil. A number of growers, 
however, are planting pecan orchards, some 
of which are coming into bearing. Th 
yield usually is considered good, mature 
trees producing above 100 pounds of nuts 
to the season, with a few records of 200 
pounds. As the nuts are selling around 60 
cents a pound, the acreage return is large, 
while the expense of growing and marketing 
is light. Some growers declare that Arizona 
‘nuts are larger and better than those from 
Texas. There is agreement that the tree 
iteelf is an ornament, green and symmetrt- 
cal, affording ample shade of summers and 
dropping its foliage at the first frost. 

At late Arizona fairé the pecan exhibit 
has been an important one. Some remark- 
able nuts have been brought from Yuma, 
shown by the University of Arizona. While 
light and deep soils are preferred, good re 
sults have been known from trees planted 
im a heavy adobe. County Agent H. C. 
Heard favors the Success and Delmos vari- 
eties, but a local favorite of demonstrated 
value is the Stewart. Some difficulty ap 
pears to be experienced over proper meth- 
ods of budding, as the are very 
irregular in their fruiting. ;

The old idea weed to be that severe ent- 
ting back (the leaving of stabs) encouraged 
incraased circumference growth.

Hé La Lomita Rancho herd of pure-bred

Cows that prove unprofitable 
are not sold as breeders, but are sent direct 
to the stockyards, as the owner says he doex 
not care to have cows that prove under par 
zo into any other herd. His aim, he de- 
clares, has been to build up a strain of dairy 
cattle that will produce sufficent milk un- 
der good management to make their balance 
show up on the right side of the ledger. Mr. 
Bain firmly believes that a dairy can be 
run on a profitable basix provided only cat- 
tle of high productive qualities and coud 
type are kept in the herd, and that a budget 
is made every year to care for all detail« 
involved in the expense of conducting such 


a plant. He has definitely extablished this 
belief with his own herd. | 
Mr. Bain belleves that live stock ix the 


back-bone of agriculture, and it is his inten- — 


tion to eetablish a arade of milk from hix 
herd that will reflect credit on the plant. He 
is convinced that milk should carry 4 1-2 per 
cent butter fat and come from eoaly pre- 
nouncedly healthy cows. He reports a guod 
growing demand for dairy cattle of the bet- 
ter types, his sales of young stock since 
thd lifting of the foot-and-mouth diseaxe 
ban having amounted to almust $10,000.

His days on 
eafth can, therefore, be lengthened, through 
intelligent control of the function of breath- 
ing, by which his powers of resistance can 
be increased. 

In the days of Adam and Eve, when man 
was still living in a primitive state, it was 
mot necessary to give any instruction on 
breathing. His physical activities caused 
natural and proper breathing—as seen in 
animals and even children while at play. 
Unfortunately, however, civilization has ex- 
erted its baneful influence on man, and has 
changed his habits in this, as in other re- 
spects.

Natural or Drugless Healing:

Without going into the details of the de 
velopment of natural healing in America, we 
shall mention the various approved drugless 
methods now practiced here in their.chreno- 
logical order: the water cure, also known 
as nature cure or naturopathy, including hy- 
dro, thermo, phyto, photo, halio, chromo and 
electrotherapy; metaphysical oor mental 
healing, also called psychotherapy, to which 
belong suggestive therapeutics, Christian 
Science, divine healing, etc.: mechano- 
therapy, which comprises massage, physical 
culture, osteopathy, McCormick's system of 
ophthalmology, c and spondylo- 
therapy. 

These various drugiess methods constitute 
but parts of the natural healing system. They 
certainly are contrary to the theories, doc- 
trines and practices of official medicine, 
which has denouned them as outright 
quackery and treated them as illegitimate 
practice by having their qualified practi- 
tioners persecuted, fined and imprisoned as 
Violators of the medical practice acts, ever 
since they came into existence. 

The naturopath goes for inspiration to 
field and forest rather than to the marky at- 
mosphere of the dissecting and vivisection 
room. He studies the whole instead of the 
parts; causes in place of symptoms. Realiz- 
ing that man has lost his natural instinct 
and has strayed far away from nature's 
ways, the naturopath studies nature and the 
natural habits of man rather than the con- 
fusing doctrines of the schools.

Have used all 
kinds of local remedies without any perma- 
ment cure. A chiropractor advised me 
against an operation.

munication states that the beginning of her 
case of hemorrhoids came through an at- 
tack of dysentery. 

During a dysentery attack there is a sharp 
running off of the bowels, an acute diar- 
rhoeal condition. Diarrhoea is the direct 
antithesis of constipation; diarrhoea is the 
swing of the pendulum in the opposite direc- 
tion; it is nature’s supreme, Herculean at- 
tempt to discharge the waste accumulations 
of the intestinal system. 

Whether it be the diarrhoea associated 
with dystentery, or a mucus colitis, or the 
ordinary summer complaint of children, the 
cause invariably is the same—the accumu- 
lation of morbid waste materials in the dl- 
gestive tube and inadequate elimination. 

Hemorrhoids are nothing more than swol 
len veins, similar to varicose veins common- 
ly encountered, especially in women. When 
waste material is permitted to ferment and 
putrefy in the rectum, the irritation that is 
set up is generally sufficient to inflame the 
surrougding mucus membrane and the su- 
perficial veins embedded in it. 

The surgical removal of hemorrholis is 
neither palliative nor reconstructive. If 
hemorrhoids are due to morbid accumula- 
tions of waste, how, by any reasoning, do we 
correct these waste accumulations by the 
surgical) removal of the hemorrhoids result- 
ing from this intestinal retention? 

The writer states that she has been living 
principally on fruits and vegetables and has 
eliminated white bread. Unfortunately, she 
probably is doing this now but did not live 
this way in the years past. It is somewhat 
similar to the fable of locking the gate after 
the horse is stolen. 

However, there are a number of things 
which can be done and which do not entail 
surgery. Cold water sits baths of five to ten 
minutes’ duration, taken morning and night 
for several weeks, will do much to allay the 
intensive suffering due to the protruding 
plies. A continuation of the laxative diet of 
fruits and vegetables with whole 
bread will also help considerably.

Land of Disorder 


UT first let me picture to you the con- 

dition of China today. It is a land of 
chaos and anarchy in which the authority of 
government has almost wholly disappeared. 
I can best describe the state of affairs by 
making a comparison with the United 
States. 

Let us imagine that our federal govern- 
ment had become so weak that its influence 
extended no further from Washington than 
Baltimore, forty miles away. Suppose it 
were powerless to make our citizens pay 
income taxes or to levy a toll of millions 
of dollars on tobacco, luxuries, and inheri- 
tances. Suppose also that instead of the
